Welcome to another installment of Member Profile. This month you will meet Bob 
Harrington, AAGPW. 


Bob was born in 1953 and raised in Norwalk, CA. He attended Santa Fe High 
School in Santa Fe Springs, CA followed by four years at Cal Poly Pomona where he 
earned a Bachelor of Science degree. His higher education continued at the University 
of Redlands where he was awarded a Master of Business Administration degree. 


He married Gloria (KE6GLG) in 1977 and they have two children, a son and a 
daughter. 


Bob has worked for the Boeing Corporation for 32 years as a production engi- 
neer manager and his office is in Long Beach. 


In 1983 Bob’s younger brother, who lives in Missouri, was the first family member 
to become interested in ham radio. Several years later, Bob’s father earned a radio li- 
cense so that he could communicate with his youngest son. Bob was left out of this 
activity and quickly realized that by studying for his ticket he could join the on-the-air 
fun with his brother and father. His initial Novice license call sign was KC6CJW. 
Within six months, Bob was Extra Class licensee AAGPW. 


His station set-up consists of a Yaesu FT-1000 Mark V transceiver and an Alpha 
89 A power amplifier. His antennas are mounted on a 55 foot crank-up tower holding a 
KLM KT34-XA and a Cushcraft two element forty meter beam. An inverted Vee dipole 
for eighty meters is anchored at the top of the tower. He also has two meter and 440 
MHz capability with a dual band VHF vertical antenna. Unfortunately, the station lies 
dormant while Bob remodels his house and radio shack. 


Bob has been a member of the SCDXC for five years and is a regular attendee of 
the Visalia DX convention. He has 285 DXCC entities confirmed. Although he could 
easily qualify for other wallpaper awards such as WAS, WAZ, WAC, etc., he is more 
interested in operating the station rather than participating in these award programs. 
That doesn’t mean that he doesn’t have paper and wood plaques for the shack wall. 
He has been an active contester from Orange County for many years and has earned 
countless recognitions from the ARRL and CQ as well as the NCCC (California QSO 
Party). He is consistently the Division Leader of the Orange Section in many ARRL 
contests in his class of operation, which is usually low power CW. His favorite contest 
is CW Sweepstakes but he is a familiar CW operator at the Western Amateur Radio 
Association or Orange County Amateur Radio Club Field Day site. 


Bob is a team player. He has participated in many multi-operator contest entries 
from KG6OK (SK), W6EMC, and VY2TT. He has also operated from Hawaii as 
AA6PW/KH6. His competitive spirit is invaluable to the team contesting effort and his 
prowess with an automatic keyer makes him a very much appreciated team member. 
It is obvious from his activity that CW is his preferred mode of operation; however, he 
has been known to pick up a microphone, on occasion, and he is considering initiating 
digital mode operation from his home station. 


Bob has been an active member of the Western Amateur Radio Association and 
Southern California Contest Clubs for 20 years and a member of the Orange County 
Amateur Radio Club for three years. He has been a long time member of the ARRL. 


Bob is unable to attend our monthly meetings due to his heavy workload and re- 
sponsibilities in his position at Boeing. When he retires from Boeing, he will be able to 
participate in the SCDXC activities on a regular basis.
